GET BIG LAYOFFS 


Starting to Organize 
Under the T.U.U.L. 


CHICAGO.—The effect of the 
crisis in the country can be clearly 
seen in the shops of the Majestic 
Radio Co. of Chicago, the makers 
of the Majestic radio, which they 
advertise for “its beautiful tone.” 
But it isn’t so beautiful in the shops. 
Speed-ups, wage-cuts, layoffs are 
the order of the day. Until a few 
weeks ago one plant of the com- 
pany that used to employ about 
2,000 was completely shut down. 
At the present they employ only 
about half of the workers in that 
plant, and in the main plant about 
2,000 out of the 6,000 that used 
to work there. 


The other day a group of mili- 
tants came down to our shop to 
distribute some leaflets. The dicks 
arrested three of them and took 
them into the company office, where 
they beat one of them up. The 
other two were girls. 

In spite of this reign of terror 
the Communist Party and the Trade 
Union Unity League are continu- 
ing the organization work in the 
Majestic shops. The workers talk 
about organizing a shop committee 
in spite of the bosses, for we are

WEIZENBERG | 
MASS FUNERAL 


Murdered B By Fascist 
Union Bureaucrats 


CHICAGO, III., July 1.—Hardly 
had the murderous thugs of the 
American Federation of Labor 
Painters“ Union done to death Her. 
zel Weizenberg when a gun blazed 
in the hane of a Tammany thug 
and discharged missilies of death 
into the breast of Gonzalo Gon- 
zalez, a Latin-American worker, at 


ca street meeting at 112th St. and 


Lenox Ave., New York. 

Rising to a white heat, the mass 
anger of the workers here at the 
bestial murder of Weizenberg, a 
member of the Trade Union Unity 
League, at the hands of the fas- 
cists of the A. F. of L., working 
hand in glove with Chicago’s under- 
world gangsters and under official 
police protection, Will reverberate 
through the width and breadth of 
Chicago in a huge mass funeral, to 
be held Thursday, July 3, at 12:30 
from the Peoples Auditorium, 2457 
West Chicago Ave. 

The body of the slain worker 
now lies in state at Peoples Audi- 
torium, where the workers of Chi- 
cago will pay their last revolution- 
ary tribute to their fallen comrade. 

Cold-blooded, with gangster bru- 
tality, Herzel Weizenberg was mur- 
dered on Saturday, June 28, in a 
savage and cowardly attack upon 
him by gangsters. Using knives, 
black-jacks, brass knuckles and lead 
pipes, about a score of gunmen 
jumped the worker and bestially 
done him to death. Another worker 
with Weizenberg, Mahanan, was 
béaten into unconsciousness and la- 
ter arrested by the police. 

Weizenberg and Mahanan were 
distributing leaflets at the election 
meeting of Local 147 of the Pain- 
ters Union, at 10 West Adams St., 
in support of the progressive slate 
proposed by the Trade Union Unity 
League group in the local. 

In conspiracy with the under- 
world and the A. F. of L. fascist 


gangsters, the police have not raised 


a finger to apprehend the murder- 
ers of Weizenberg. 

Showing their murderous intent 
to crush the rising movement of 
the unemployed, which will culmin- 
ate in a National Convention called 
for July 4 and 5, Martin Durkin, 
vice-president of the Chicago Build- 
ing Trades Council, issued a state- 
ment in support of the threatened 
plot of the police to arrest the dele- 
gates to the National Convention 
of the Unemployed. 

Grimly determined, the workers 
of Chicago are going ahead in 
wakening the entire working class 
to the meaning of the murder of 
Weizenberg, and to hold the historic 
National Convention of the jobless 
to take up the fight for bread for 
the 8,000,000 jobless and starving 
workers.

At beat, such instances show an approach to 
the whole question of leadership in the strug- 
gles of the unemployed, the connection of the 
unemployed movement with the building of the 
class-struggle unions, that is non-bolshevik and 
frivolous. 

Unemployment Convention and the R.LL.U. 

The National Convention of Unemployed in 
Chicago, July 4-5, furnishes us a splendid op- 
portunity to make an organic connection with 
the Fifth R.I.L.U. Congress and the fight 
against unemployment. At the Chicago Con- 
vention there must be made a sharp turn in 
the matter of popularization of the Congress 
and its order of business. In the most con- 
crete fashion the R.I.L.U. Congress can be 
brought forward as the next step in the advance 
of the world struggle against unemployment 
and the strengthening of all the forces in the 
world leadership of the economic struggles of 
the masses. 

The same line must be applied in the prepara- 
tions for August the International Day of 
Struggle dane leben let Wer The deep- 
ening economic erisis makes it not only neces-

quest.

Hence, to the already large army 
of unemployed are being added hundreds of 
thousands who still claim “jobs.” 

Thirdly, one of the “cures” the bosses and 
their engineers and economists offer for un- 
employment is the deadly germ which produces 
more unemployment—rationalization. In order 
to cut costs and produce what is ordered, 01 
what can be sold at lower prices, the bosses 
are speeding up the workers on the job to a 
point where they continuously cut down their 
present staff without affecting output. This 
“cure” for unemployment will intensify as the 
crisis grows. 

This situation, which no amount of lying by 
Hoover and his whole pack of Televox in the 
Department of Commerce, Labor and Census 
Bureau, who mechanically repeat his putrid 
lies can cover up, is now admitted by the 
Wall Street press. iJ 

Bosses Lie About Number of Unemployed. 

Hence, we find the New York Times (June 
28) greet the announcement by the Census 
Bureau that there are only 2,298,588 unem- 
ployed in the United States with the retort— 
“Juggling Unemployed Figures.“ And they 
add: 

“Applying union (A. F. of L.) percentage 
to all who are gainfully employed in this 
country would bring the total unemployed

But Green guages his figures to suit the 
convenience of his boss, Hoover. 


The entire basis offered by the capitalists 
to indicate the “recovery” of industry has 
caved in. Automobile production, which in 
spite of the tremendous efforts of the capital- 
ists, was 30 per cent below 1929, for the five- 
month period ended May, is now in the worst 
doldrum. It is admitted throughout the auto- 
mobile industry that during July, August and 
September production will drop at least 50 
per cent below “normal.” During the fall and 
winter it will drop to nearly zero. During the 
coming fall the unemployed lines in the auto- 
mobile districts will double. a 

The building industry shows the utter in- 
ability of the bosses to overcome the present 
sharp crisis by an attempt to speed up pro- 


duct Hoover put. his entire energy into 
shriftine about increased building. What is 
the result? What are the prospects for the 


building trades Workers? Despite the glowing 
telegrams from the 48 governors sent to Hoo- 
ver promising no end of public building con- 
struction, the net result for 1930 is a drop of 
$500,000,000, or over 30 per cent below 1929, 
and 43 per cent below 1928. Each week shows 
a smaller total. For the week ended June 28, 
1930, total contracts in 202 cities amounted 
to $167,827,265, as against $252,340,753 in 
1929—a drop of $84,513,488 in one week! And 
this is the height of the building. season! 
Steel production, admits Mr. Barnes, of the 
United States Chamber of Commerce, made a 
miserable showing.

responding part of 1929.“ Nor is this all, 
Steel plants are now down to 64 per cent of 
capacity. They will soon reach the level of 
40 per cent, or even below, of the dark days 
of January-February. There is no backbone 
whatever to steel production with automobile 
production down, with building construction 
shot, and with the agrarian crisis cutting the 
| jugular vein of farm implement demand. 
( top of all this comes. the ever-deepening 
slough of despond of commodity prices. Then 
at the bottom is the floundering anchor of 
dropping exports, due to the shrinking mar- 
kets and the sharpening world crisis. The 
drop of prices in the United. States, as well 
as in other countries, will further intensify 
the crisis in this country and still further 
shrink the possible markets. 
| The outlook for “recovery” is greyer than 
| at any time since the crisis began. Early in 
| the year, in chorus the bosses shouted about a 
recovery in the spring. There was a short 
upward jog which gave momentum to the 
sharper downward swing that followed. Now 
they all admit the late summer and fall will 
see further crisis and unemployment. About 
the winter they are grimly silent. They try 
to overlook this element of time completely 
and gaze beyond, into the spring of 1931 when 
they “hope”’—“hope” is the word nine-tenths 
of them use—for—oh, no, not “recovery” but 
a stop in the downward swing of production 
and prices. 

The stail and extremely conservative Journal 
of the American Bankers Association declares: 


“It may be that over the next five or ten 
years business will be on a replacement basis 
instead of being carried forward by unusual 
expansion in one or two particular lines.” 

Stript of its mystic varbiage, this means 

they expect for the next five or ten years no 
upward swing in production that will carry 
them above the 1929 level—in fact, they thus 
expect “stabilization,” if at all, on a chronie 
| crisis level. 
For the workers this portends an increase 
in unemployment that will make last winter 
mild in comparison, The breadlines will be 
longer and glummer. The savings of the great 
majority of the jobless will be spent. Starva- 
tion will stalk through the ranks. of the Amer- 
ican workers as never before. 

With this will be coupled an attack of un- 
usual ferocity against the standard of living 
of the employed workers. This has already 
| been announced by the National City Bank of 
| New York, the Journal of Commerce, and 
dozens of other capitalist financial sheets, 


To this will be added an intensified agrarian 
crisis unequalled in American history. As low 
as farm product prices are now, they have 
been artificially kept up in the interest of the 
speculators and bankers, by the Federal Farm 
Board. Farm exports have been very low. 
The warehouses are already overflowing and 
| harvest is just beginning. Many farmers are 
holding their wheat—for higher prices—when 
prices. constantly go lower and lower, This 
spells ruin and bankruptcy for thousands of 
them. A good harvest is looked for in Italy, 
Argentina, Canada, the United States and the 
Soviet Union. To the capitalist nations this 
is a catastrophe. It means starvation for the 
masses. Ruin for the poor farmers. In the 
| Soviet Union it means more food for the 
masses and an impetus to the building of so- 
| cialism. 

The horn of plenty under capitalism is brim 
ful of misery for the workers. 


Only the sharpest struggles of the great 
mass of unemployed, whose number now (what 
with so-called vacations and inventories) is 
not far from the 10,000,000 mark, for “Work 
| or Wages,” together with the employed work- 
| ers in a fight against speed-up and wage-cuts, 
can stave off the growing attempts of the 
bosses to unload the burdens of the growing 
crisis on the back of the working class. 


Speed-Up For W . its For the Bosses 


(By a Worker Correspondent.) 


HE conditions in the Chicago factories are 

probably worse than in any other city in 
the U. S. A. In the factory where I have 
been working for the last eight months, at 
Stewart-Warner, located at Diversy Bld. and 
Lincoln St., they used to employ over eight 
thousand workers, but since Hoover declared: | 
his “prosperity,” there are only between ten 


and fifteen hundred working. 

The eonditions at Stewart and Warners for 
the last eight months or more are worsening 
not only every month or week, but every day. 
They are speeding up thé workers to such an 
extent that not even animals could stand the 
pace. The production departments have been 
rated by a so-called “efficiency expert” to such 
a high rate that nobody can keep up with it. 
The stool pigeons of the company hide them- 
selves behind the machines to see that the 
workers do not waste a single minute on the 

job. 


| But this is not all. A few months ago the 
management of the factory worked out a 
scheme how to make more profits and to speed 
up the workers at the same time. They 
called a secret meeting of all the straw bosses, 
| foremen and stool pigeons where the plan was 
| explained. The foremen were told to lay off 
a certain number of workers in each depart- 
ment, but to keep up the same amount of pro- 
duction with the remaining workers. They 
were told to discharge men and replace them 
with girls paying about a half of the wages 
they were paying the men. 

This is the way the bosses are making pro- 
fits, speeding up the workers and increasing 
unemployment. The bosses are able to get 
away with it because the workers ar not or-

treacherous A. F. of L. business agents 
The same leaflets were distributed in all 


leaders in the Painters locals. 


Chicago July 4-5 were also distributed. But 


at the meeting of local 147, 19 W. Adams St., 
the. Wallace gang felt that their candidate, the 
former secretary treasurer Wallace, might lose 
against the candidate of the progressive 
Charles Walters. They immediately dragged 
the two members of the Trade Union Unity 
League and of the Unemployment Council, 
Weisenberg and Mahanna, out of the hall. But 
when outside they were met by scores of 

who were terrorizing the elections 
at all other locals, and were attacked with 
knives, brass knuckles and lead pipes. As a 


result of this brutal attack Herzel Weizenberg 


died a few hours later, and David Mahanna 
was immediately having been beaten 
into unconciousness. The police. were on the 
t and it was only through the efforts of 
International Labor Defense that David 
Mahanna was released and medical attention 


The progressive painters of Chicago, as all 
other progressive workers of the city know 
that the reactionary labor leaders of the 
Painters Union as most of the A. F. of L. 
burocrats are united with the underworld. A 
great many of the leaders of the Painters 
locals are themselves notorious gangsters and 

: members of t' e underworld. 

The candidacy of the progressives for secre- 
tary treasurer, Charles Walters, was examined 
by the examining board. He was qualified as 
a candidate for secretary-treasurer. The 
progressives acted according to the require- 
ments of the Constitution of the Brotherhood. 
His candidacy was also endorsed by local No. 
275 of which he is a member. 

Gets Wide Endorsement 

At the time when the campaign was on for 
members of the district council, Charles Walt- 
ers, the candidate of the progressives, spoke at 
many local meetings and he was enthusiastic- 


ally endorsed by all the locals. The reception 
tor the progressive candidates was so great 


that all the reactionary forces felt that their 


_ foundation is falling under their feet. At local 
147 the membership that consists of 600 


demonstrated such enthusiasm for Charles 
Walters that when Wallace appeared he lost 
his head, feeling that he could not longer rule 
the membership with his iron hand. 

It is therefore evident that the reactionary 
burocracy that always conducts its elections 
with brutal force, surrounded by hired gang- 
sters, threatening to kill anybody that stood 
in their way, prepared this year still more and 


‘was ready to kill anybody who threatened their 


rule. 

When election. day came, the A. F. of L. 
burocrats of the painters’ locals felt that the 
membership was dissatisfied with their rule 
and that the progressives came organized with 
their own ballot cards with the name of 
Charles Walters as secretary-treasurer. On 
the other hand, the situation in the city was 
favorable to their intentions. The chief of 


police came out with the statement that he 


will drive all “hobos” (unemployed delegates) 
out of town. Police brutality increased against 
the revolutionary workers, reactionary elements 


attempting to suppress the Convention of 
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Unemployed that will take place the 4th and 
Sth of July, beginning with the open demon- 
stration in Union Park Friday, July 4 at 3 
p. m. and continuing Saturday, July 5 with the 


convention at Ashland Auditorium. 


The Murderous Attack. 
It was, therefore, natural that when they 
felt that the progressive candidate Charles 
Walters might be elected against Wallace, that 
they should start a brutal, murderous attack 
zn Herzel Weizenberg and David Mahanna. 
At the election meeting at 147 at 19 W. 


Adams St., under the personal direction of 


Wallace, they killed one in cold blood and in- 


jured another worker in order to scare the 


progressives and insure the election of the 
A. F. of L. burocrats with their bulwark of 
gangsterism, Wallace. Every gangster that 
participated in the .killing carried a Wallace 


ge. 

From Local 147 Wallace and his gangsters 
went to Local 275. There they attacked a group 
of girls who were distributing the same leaf- 
lets of the progressive group. They tore all 
the cards that bore Walter’s name. They beat 
who distributed the cards. 

The same gangsters carried the vice-pres- 


cent of Local 275, John Heindrickson, through

the back door, forced him to follow them with 
guns, gave him a good beating, took him for 
a “ride” and told him in plain words that if 
he continued to agitate for the progressive 
candidates he was taking a chance with his 


life, and that he should not show himself at

At the election meeting of Local 184 the first 
report of the watchers was that 420 members 
came to vote. The burocrats’ count was 1050 
members voted for Wallace and only 17 for 
Walters.

Also at Local 521, where Albert Green is 
czar, the membership refused to participate 
in the elections. They knew very well, what 
would result if they dared to vote for Charles 
Walters. Albert Green always carried his elec- 
tions with guns. He is known in Chicago as 
one that is the owner of paint factores where 
the painters must buy their merchandise as 
a means of graft to the business agents of the 
locals. 

Why Weizenberg Was Murdered. 

Herzel Weizenberg was killed because he 
and his comrade David Mahanna, the same as 
all the other comrades that distributed leaflets 
for the progressive slate dared to threaten the 
ezaristic rule of Wallace and his fellow buro- 
crats of the A. F. of L. He died because of 
the wonderful struggle that the progressives 
carried on among the members of the painters 
local unions for a new workers’ leadership, for 
a new class struggle unionism, under the lead- 
ership of the Trade Union Unity League. 

All workers of Chicago are greatly aroused 
against the cold blooded murder of Herzel 


Weizenberg because they all know that he died |

Maclay Hoyne, the ‘Hero’ 


12 Chicago Bar Association was granted a 
petition by the state supreme court to start 
action with a view of disbarment against 
about sixty lawyers on the payroll of the 
Sanitary District. Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars of taxpayers’ money was robbed by a 
gang of grafters in the Sanitary District. 
Some of them were caught and received jail 
sentences. Now the lawyers are charged with 
“unprofessional and dishonorable -conduct.” 
Seven of the lawyers repaid $17,836 rather 
than face disbarment proceedings. Others 
held on to the money they obtained. Their list 
is headed by Maclay Hoyne, former states 
attorney, and leader of the paytrioteers. 

The workers should know this gentleman. 
In the end of 1919, after the Communist Party 
and the Communist Labor Party were organ- 
ized in Chicago, the forces of “law and order,” 
the local Chamber of Commerce and other 
similar organizations began a campaign 
against the workers. A special fund of $40,000 
was created for this purpose. (Now these 
same forces have a fund of a million dollars 
“to fight crime.”) The states attorney, Maclay 
Hoyne, was welcomed to make use of this 
fund, and he cheeringly did. He planted stool 
pigeons in every labor organization, the stools 
planted bombs wherever they had a chance, 
framed workers, etc. At the head of the stool 
pigeons were the “experts,” the bum squad 
(bomb squad), under the leadership of Law- 
rence Macdonough and Mike Mills. On the 
day of the murder of Sacco and Vanzetti the 
chief stool pigeon Macdonough committed sui- 
cide. He was caught in a huge criminal and 


_ graft scandal and faced a heavy jail sentence. 


He, who did not hesitate to send the members 
of the I. W. W. and the Communists to jail 
for periods of from one to twenty years on 
framed evidence, preferred to commit suicide 
rather than face jail. Mike Mills is still alive 
and is still an “expert.” His experiences date 
back to the days of czardom in Russia. He 
was a stool pigeon in the ezarist police. He 
is also the uncle of the not less famous stool 
pigeon Spolansky. In fact, the uncle made a 
stool out of his nephew. 

A few days ago, when the Associated Press 
broadcasted a statement by the Russian mon- 
archists of Berlin to the effect that Moscow 
“sent $500,000 to America for a convention of

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Gone, But Not Forgotten

1 chief slugger of Chicago workers and 
head of the notorious Detective Bureau, 
Captain Stege, is deposed. His place was 
taken by Lieut. John Morton. The place of 
Police Commissioner Russel is filled by John 
Alcock, former assistant to the chief. 

Will this change make any difference to the 
workers of Chicago? 

In the first statement issued by the acting 
police commissioner, Alcock, he says that “a 
plan to enforce the vagrancy laws will be 
worked out.” The vagrancy laws are used in 
the South to force unemployed workers into 
the chain gang. In Chicago these laws can 
and probably will be used to imprison unem- 
ployed workers, strikers, or anybody whom 
the bosses have reason to fear. 

After the protest demonstration in Grant 
Park against the imprisonment of the Gas- 
tonia fighters the Chicago Chamber of Com- 
merce held a secret meeting where a secret 
committee of six was elected for the purpose 
of “fighting crime.” A fund of a million dol- 
lars for this purpose was created. Col. Robe 
Isham Randolph, chairman of the Association 
of Commerce and chairman of the secret com- 
mittee of six, issued statements to the capital- 
ist press to the effect that “criminals will be 
driven out of Chicago.” The fund was used 
to hire stool pigeons to work in the labor or- 
ganizations. Later came the raids without 
warrants on the offices of the Trade Union 
Unity League, the International Labor De- 
fense, the Communist Party, workers“ clubs, 
etc. When the unempleyed began to organize, 
the stool pigeons and detectives again became 


busy. Murderous attacks took place against 


the unarmed workers. Never before did the 
police department so openly trample under 
their hoofs the capitalist laws which they de- 
mand the workers to respect. It was plainly 
seen the police had nothing to fear for smash- 
ing the heads of the workers, and incidentally 
also the laws. 
money bags was felt behind hem. Never be- 
for was such fiendish mass brutality practiced 
even by the Chicago police. Some of the ar- 
rested workers were beaten into insensibility 
in the police stations and the torture cham- 
bers of the detective bureau. Some had to 
spend weeks in the hospitals afterwards. The 
eoritalist press made a joke of it. It was 
funny to see the Reds gétting a terrific beat-

And yet at the same time the city was “wide 
open.” According to the Daily News there 
are 6,000 speakeasies, 2,000 handbooks, 2,000 
disorderly houses doing business with a profit 
of $6,260,000 a week. A group of gangsters 
with police and jail records were and are still 
acting as judges and clerks of elections count- 
ing the votes of the “free American citizens” 
who think that they are running the govern- 
ment by their votes. Crime, prostitution, 
graft and gambling is in open alliance with 
the capitalist politicians and “law enforcers.” 
In connection with capitalist crooked politics 
and booze, there were 41 murders committed 
in Chicago since the beginning of this year. 
The last mui has taken place only yester- 
day, after ing police commissioner, 
started the “clean up” of the uncleanable po- 
lice department. 


What can the workers expect of these 
“clean-ups”? With the capitalist politicians 
at the head of the city, state and federal gov- 
ernments, with the bosses in control of the 
armed forces, nothing but a sham “battle” 
against crime and a real battle against the 
working class can be expected. Already voices 
are heard among the exploiters for stricter en- 
forcement of the deportation laws, and the 
new acting police commissioner is looking for 
stricter enforcement of the vagrancy laws.

LAUNDRY TOILERS 
DRIVEN HARD FOR 
MISERABLE PAY 


Buffalo Laundry Men 
Must Organize 


Editor Daily Worker:— 

The laundry workers of Buffalo 
are unorganized, work for low 
wages, irregular hours and with 
speed-up all along the line. For 
example, drivers get $10-$12 a 
week, and about 10 per cent with 
plenty of trusting and standoff cus- 
tomers, whom we find are suffer- 
ing themselves from the layoffs in 
the shops. Men work two and three 
days a week or are out of work alto- 
.gether. The drivers must try to 
keep the customers, but we cannot 
finance all the unfortunate victims 
of the speed-up, where machines 
are taking the place of workers and 
the remaining workers get wage- 
cuts when the boss looks at the 
employment offices: and finds them 
full, with mobs outside, hungry and 
waiting for jobs at cut prices. These 
workers should not try to get jobs 
from factory employment offices or 
from labor sharks, but should or- 
ganize in mass organizations and 
demand relief fro mthe government, 
city, state and nattional. 

One at a time, we will starve, or- 
ganized, we will win. We who are 
working must help the outof-work, 
the unemployed, with some little 
money every week. With this 
money they must build unemployed 
councils, not use the money for 
charity. The unemployed must not 
come to the shop and factory gates 
and work for less money. We, who 
are working, must organize and 
fight for more pay and less hours, 
so the unemployed can find work.

OUTLAW INDIAN 
NAT'L CONGRESS 


British Bargain With 
Indian Bourgeoisie 


SIMLA, July 1—The National 
Working Committee of the All-India 
National Congress at Allahabad has 
been outlawed, its headquarters 
closed, and its president, Pandit 
Motilal Nehru, and its secretary, 
Sayed Mahmud, arrested by the 
MacDonald “Labor” Imperialist Gov- 
ernment in India. 


This incident, which superficial, 
liberal, opportunist observers would 
consider as an evidence of the revo- 
lutionary position of the Indian Na- 
tional Congress, is actually a tacti- 
cal move on the part of MacDonald 
to force a better bargain from the 
Indian bourgeoisie. It is a well 
known fact that, though still paying 
lip-service to the fight for independ- 
ence, the Indian national bourgeoisie 
have repeatedly stated, either ex- 
pressly or impliedly, that they would 
be satisfied with dominion status. 
Therefore, the real issue between 
MacDonald and the Indian bourg- 
eoisie is the question of dominion 
status, and not that of independence. 


However, the policy of British im- 
perialism in India is essentially em- 
bodied in the Simon Report and the 
Simon Report does not even mention 
dominion status. It falls upon the 
social fascist MacDonald to carry 
out this policy of British imperial- 
ism and MacDonald is now, by brib- 
ery and intimidation, forcing the 
Indian bourgeoisie to give more con- 
cession to British imperialism, while 
at the same time, sparing no vio- 
lence and cruelty to suppress the 
revolt of the masses. 


The closing of the national head- 
quarters of the Indian National 
Congress and the arrest of its pres- 
ent leaders represents merely one 
of MacDonald’s methods of intim- 
idating the Indian bourgeoisie and 
forcing a better bargain for British 
imperialism. It is interesting to 
note that the outlawing of the Na- 
tional Working Committee does not 
necessarily mean the outlawing of 
the Congress Committees in the 
provinces. The door is still left 
open for the Congress leaders to 
make further concessions. 

This move will, perhaps, strength- 
en the British position in the secret 
negotiations which have been going 
on for some time between Gandhi 
and Co. and the British imperialists, 
but it will have no significant ef 
fect on the mass movement in India 
which are more and more marching 
forward in their struggles under the 
independent leadership of the Com- 
munist Party of India and the Revo- 
lutionary trade unions.

the A. F. of L. representative to 
mislead the striking workers and 
betray them to General Motors, the 
Auto Workers Union quickly exposed 
the role of the fascist American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 

Already the Morgan-General Mo- 
tors government agencies have start- 
ed their fascist attack on the 
strikers by making many arrests. 

Amidst applause, workers from 
the Buick plant present at the gen 
eral strike meeting pledged their 
support to the strikers. . 

Restive, suffering under the lash 
of cruel speed-up and threatened 
wage cuts, the auto workers of the 
Buick, Chevrolet plants here are fol- 
lowing. closely the Fisher Body 
strike, in an atmosphere surcharged 
with strike talk. 

Standing firm under the leader- 
ship of the Auto Workers Union, 
the striking workers not only de- 
mand the immediate revocation of 
the wage cut received by the metal 
finishers, but the abolition of piece 
work, a general wage increase for 
all workers, the eight-hour day, un- 


employment insurance, dismissal of 


the speed-up foreman, regulation of 
conveyor speed, and recognition of 
shop committees of the Auto Work- 
ers Union, affiliated to the Meta! 
Trades Industrial League of the 
Trade Union Unity League.

FLINT, Michigan, July 1.—Todav 
the strikers in the Fisher Body 
plant, under the leadership of the 
Auto Workers Union, again clashed 
with the police in a mass picketing 
demonstration. 

An army of police broke the picket 
lines at noon. The police were final 
ly defeated. Robert Woods, secre- 
tary of the Auto Workers Union 
spoke to the workers. Police and 
dicks did not dare to arrest him. 
Several more departments joined 
the strike. The Union declarés that 
the strike will win under the leader- 
ship of the Auto Workers Union. 


On several occasions auto loads 
of dicks and police have made sav- 
age attacks on the 700 striking 
workers in an attempt to batter 
down their militancy. Several 
strikers were beaten up and 15 were 
arrested including Philip Ravmond, 
organizer of the Auto Workers 
Union, and Steve Miller, delegate 
to the Red International of Labor 
Unions. 

The strikers are fighting against 
wage cuts and have presented de- 
mands for shorter hours, more 
wages, and better conditions for all 
Fisher Body workers.

Call Saeco-Vanzetti 
Meet August 22 


Setting aside August 22, the an- 
niversary of the Sacco-Vanzetti 
murders by the state of Massa- 
chusetts for country-wide demon- 
strations against the Mulrooney 
murders of the Negro worker, Al- 
fred Levy, and the Mexican worker, 
Gonzalez, both members of the 
Communist Party, as well as against 
the government’s carrying through 
such attacks with increasing fre- 
quency throughout-the country, the 
International Labor Defense issued 
the following statement: 

“In New York, Union Square has 
already been reserved for the dem- 
‘onstration, which now has new 
tragic cause to repeat the now his- 
toric scenes of August, 1927, when 
hundreds of thousands came to 
raise their voices in denunciation 
of the persecution of Sacco and 
Vanzetti, two victims of class jus- 
tice: 

“The murder of the Communist, 
Gonzalez,” says the International 
Labor Defense, “three days after 
the beating to death of the young 
Negro, Alfred Levy, at the hands 
of the police, constitutes the con- 
sistent policy of bloody brutality 
followed by the United States gov- 
ernment and city officials through- 
out the country 

“The government is making all 
efforts to stamp out working class 
protest with reprisals of sedition 
laws, criminal syndicalism laws, 
criminal anarchy laws, anti-foreign- 
born legislation and the imposition 
of vicious sentences for the .mere 
expression of political opinions. 

“Today at the funeral of Alfred 
Levy the workers lift their voices 
in thundering denunciation against 
the savage attacks against the 
working class made in the name of 
legality. The memory of Katovis, 
Levy, Gonzalez and the New. York 
Unemployed Delegation, and thou- 
sands of others, will only spur us 
on to greater struggle.”

It began with the “shake 
up” of the police department. Po- 
lice captains and detectives were 
transferred around and the investi- 
gation of the police department 
dropped at the same time.

DON'T STARVE-FIGHT! 


(Resolution Proposed to the Chicago Unem- 
ployed Convention by the National Committees 
of the Unemployed Council an dthe T.U.U.L.) 

IGHT MILLION workers are unemployed in 

the United States and 25,000,000 throughout 
the capitalist. world. These vast armies of 
workers who, with their families number at 
least one hundred million, are thrown upon the 
streets to starve. There are many millions 
more only part-time employed. The economic 
crisis deepens in the, United States, England, 
Germany, Poland, Italy, ete. World capitalist 
industry is stricken with paralysis. 

Hoover’s program of lying propaganda and 
stimulated building construction has failed ut- 
terly. The building trades, the auto industry, 
the railroads, steel, coal, shipping, textile, 
shoes, etc., not withstanding fluctuations in 
some of them, continue to decline. With the 
approach of autumn this sagging of industry 
will increasé, bringing further heavy increases 
in unemployment. The coming winter will be 
one of bitter privations for the working class. 

Why There Is Unemployment N 

The basic cause of this mass unemployment 
is the fact that the workers receive as wages 
only a fraction of the value they create, and 
cannot buy back their product. “Hence vast 
quantities of commodities are left in the hands 
of the capitalists which they, despite their 
luxury and myriads of hangers-on, cannot con- 
sume or find markets for. Thus ensues “over- 
production,” shut down of industry, and mass 
unemployment. The capitalists cannot make 
profits, therefore,. they make the workers 
starve. 

In its period of rapid growth and develop- 
ment capitalism was able to overcome these 
periodic crises by temporary shut down of in- 
dustry, by more intense exploitation of the 
home markets, and by the extension of foreign 
trade. But now the periods of crisis become 
longer and longer, gnd the periods of industrial 
activity shorter and shorter. 

With the huge development of industry in 
many countries; with more intense international 
competition and shrinkage of the colonial mar- 
kets; with the tremendous speeding up of the 
workers, and mechanization of industries, 
which constantly throws more workers out of 
jobs: with the driving of millions of farmers 
and farm workers from the farms by the~in- 
dustrial crisis into the cities where they search 
in vain for work—the capitalist crisis daily 
deepens, “overproduction” grows constantly, 
with gigantic, permanent mass unemployment. 

The productive capacity of capitalist industry 
thus hopelessly outruns the power of capitalist 
markets to buy. And this basic contradiction, 
fatal to capitalism, must go on intensifying it- 
self sd long as capitalism lasts, with increasing 
unemployment, hardships and misery for the 
workers. The world capitalist system is in a 
state of the deepest crisis. 

The Capitalist Offensive 

Tpe ce **alists in the United States, as in all 
the t world, throw the burden of the 
3 ifs upon the workers. While they 
thesen. eap fabulous profits and roll in 
luxury and profligacy, they systematically 
lower the standards of the already impover- 
ished workers. The millions of unemployed 
they leave to starve without * unemployment 
insurance whatsoever. They shift the tax load 
onto the workers and poor farmers; the new 
tariff law will greatly increase the cost of liv- 
ing of the toiling masses. The workers still in 
industry are being speeded beyond human en- 
durance. And now, repudiating the lying of 
Hoover, the employers are slashing wages 
wholesale in many industries, coal, steel, auto, 
shoes, etc. The American working class is now 
experiencing the greatest attack in history upon 
its living and working standards. 

Whenever the workers attempt to organize to 
protest and fight against these conditions they 
are met by the fascist violence of the employ- 
ers, fully supported by their tool, the govern- 
ment. Throughout the country the gigantic 
March 6 demonstrations were attacked by pro- 
lice clubs, tear gas and jail—as well in the 
socialist-controlled cities in Milwaukee and 
Reading as in Whalen-ridden New York. Hun- 
dreds were arrested. The New York commit- 
tee of the unemployed was railroaded to the 
penitentiary after a farcial trial. In California 
87 farm workers, seeking to organize the 
T.U.U.L. agricultural workers union, were ar- 
rested, held in ridiculously high bail, and 12 
were sentenced to from 10 to 12 years in 
prison. 

In the South, the Gastonia defendants are 
thrown in the penitentiary for 17 to 20 years, a 
fresh and still more barbarous wave of lynch- 
ing is directed against the Negroes, and six 
Communist Party organizers are made to face 
the electric chair for simply calling upon the 
workers to organize and fight. The Fish Com- 
mittee now prepares new assaults upon the 
workers. Everywhere the workers, increasingly 
taking up the struggle against the intolerable 
conditions confronting them, face a sharpenihg 
employers’ offensive. . 

The government takes no steps to releave 
unemployment. Hoover’s program of galvaniz- 
ing the industries into activity has broken down 
completely. The Wagner Bills insult the work- 
ers, with their ridiculous subterfuges of em- 
ployment offices and unemployment. census. 
The workers demand relief and the government 


gives them night sticks, jails, breadlines, lying 


promises and fake statistics. 
The Impending War 

Meanwhile, the capitalist nations, with 
American imperialism in the lead, vainly try to 
bring their sagging industries into operation, 
and to bolster up their profits, enter into vio- 
lent competition and conflict with each other. 
‘They struggle desperately for new markets and 


control of supplies of raw materials. Weapons 


in this fierce international struggle are new 
and higher tariff walls, international wage 
cutting and speeding up campaigns, more in- 
tense exploitation of the colonial peoples, ete. 
All this is leading straight to a new imperial- 
ist world war, far more terrible than the recent 
one. The capitalist nations feverishly arm them- 
selves for war—the United States now spends 
three times more for armaments than in 1914, 
‘and the other powers accordingly. The break 
“down of the London Naval Conference shows 
how’ immiment is the war danger. The revo- 
lutionary uprising in India; the great victories 
of the Chinese workers and peasants, who now 


. have a Soviet government imbracing 60,090,900 
people, the upheavals in India, China, South 
Africa, Nigeria, Latin America, etc., show that 


world capitalism is now living on a volcano. 
The world capitalists especially direct their 

programs against the Soviet Union. The

ism. The capitalists, above all, want to de- 
story this living symbol of successful prole- 
tarian revolution and to secure the rich mar- 
kets and resources of the Soviet Union for 
themselves. : 
Fake Leaders of Labor 

In all these attacks against American work- 
ers, in the preparations for war, the employ- 
ers receive the full support of the fascist lead- 
ership of the A. F. of L. These strike-breakers, 
with a long record of betrayal of the workers, 
and capitalist instruments for beating back the 
struggles of the workers, they applauded the 
clubbing and jailing of the unemployed on 
March 6; they are bitter opponents of unem- 
ployment insurance, they are sponsors of the 
infamous Wagner ills; they support every lie 
and trick of Hoover to deceive and demorulize 
the unemployed. They are tools for speeding 
up the employed workers and for separating 
them from the unemployed. They support 


every militarization plan of American imperial- 


ism, and they are the leaders in the counter- 
revolutionary struggle against the Soviet 
Union. The A. F. of L. leaders are fascist, 
enemies of the working class and their repu- 
diation is a first condition for successful strug- 
gle by the workers. 

The socialist party and the so-called Muste 
group have the same basic line as the A. F. of 
L. leadership. They are social-fascist. The 
difference is that they sugar their treachery 
with pretenses at radicalism and progressivism. 
They are the special agents of the bosses and 
the A. F. of L. bureaucrats,to hold in check 
the increasingly radical masses. Their record 
in the South, in the textile industry, in the 
needle trades, in the mining industry, wherever 
the workers are in struggle, in one of unmiti- 
gated betrayal of the working class. The em- 
ployers, the government, the A. F. of L. and 
the socialist party are in one great united front 
against the workers. 

Unemployment Relief a‘ Cure 

Unemployment cannot be cured so long as 
capitalism lasts but must become worse. It 
is inherent in the eee 2 system. Only by 
the overthrow of capitalism with its private 
ownership of industry and its production for 
profit and the establishment of a Workers’ and 
Farmers’ Government, based upon socialized 
industry and production for use, can this social 


scourge be eliminated. The Russian workers} 


have blazed the way that the workers of the 
world must go in order to abolish unemploy- 
ment, poverty, war and th eother great evils 
inseparable from capitalism. 

But under capitalism the workers, by firm 
organization and militant struggle, can miti- 
gate the disastrous effects of unemployment. 
The Trade Union Unity League, through its 
unions and unemployment councils gives the 
organization, program and lead for such strug- 
gle. The workers, under the increasing pres- 
sure of capitalism rapidly become radicalized 
and increasingly go on to the counter offensive 
against the employers. One of the sharpest 
manifestations of this is the great March 6 
demonstration. 

Program of Demands 

As the principal measures for unemployment 
relief this convention demands the initiation of 
government unemployment insurance, together 
with a shortening of the work day and work 
week, increases in the workers’ wages and 
abolition of the speedup system in its various 
forms. 

The convention endorses and calls upon the 
working class to support the following general 
program: 

1. Unemployment insurance. The govern- 
ment on the basis of work or wages to pay 
every unemployed worker at union rates of 
pay. All workers partially employed to re- 
ceive compensation sufficient to bring their in- 
comes up to full wages. This unemployment 
insurance to be administered by committees 
elected directly by workers working in the 
shops, and by the unemployed through their 
councils. The fund to come out of the Federal 
State and City government treasury and to be 
raised by taxes on all profits and inheritances, 
by reduction of salaries of high officials, re- 
moval of tax exemption on church property, 
etc. Pending the adoption of such legislation, 
emergency relief appropriations to be made 
and to be administered as above by the work- 
ers. This unemployment insurance to be sup- 
plemented by state insurance against old age, 
sickness, etc. — 

2. Housing of Unemployed. No work, no 
rent. All evietions of unemployed workers for 
non-payment of rent to be prohibited. Public 
buildings to be thrown open and accommoda- 
tions made for emergency housing of the un- 
employed. Special appropriations to be made 
for building workers’ dwellings, which shall be 
rented at low rates, with preference to the un- 
employed, with no discrimination against or 
segregation of Negroes. 

3. Free employment agencies to be estab- 
lished under control of workers’ committees 
and unemployed councils. Free lunches in 
schools and government maintenance of chil- 
dren. ö 

4. The seven-hour day and five-day week to 
be established without reduetion of wages, the 
six-hour day, with rest periods, for the youth 
and for workers engaged in unhealthy and dan- 
gerous occupations. : 

5. Abolition of the speed-up, abolition of 
piece-work, bonus systems and overtime. Con- 
trol of conveyor speed by the workers. Aboli- 
tion of night work for wo and young work- 
ers. Abolition of child lab. 

6. General increases in wages for the work- 
ers, with heaviest increases for unskilled work - 
ers. Strike against all wage cuts. Equal pay 
for equal work for women and young workers. 

7. For the right to organize, strike and 
picket against the labor injunction. Against 
police terror, against strikers’ organizational 
activities and unemployed demonstrations. 

8. Abolition of lynching, Jim Crowism and 
all discrimination against Negroes. For full 
social economic and political equality and the 
right of self-determination for Negroes. 

9. For the immediate release of the New 
York Unemployed delegation and all other pol- 
itical prisoners. The fight for these elementary 
demands must be inseparably bound up at all 
stages with uncompromising struggle against 
the A. F. of L. and S. P. misleaders, against 
the impending imperialist war and to arouse 
the workers for defense of the Soviet Union. 

Program of Action 


The’ ficht for these demands is the fight 


of the whole workingelass. The interests of 
the employed and unemployed workers are

The State and the Jobless 


By HARRISON GEORGE 
E “State” is the term used in political 
language to mean the “government” in 
general, no matter which political party or 
office holders run it. Too many workers do 
not think much about the State. They sort 
of take it for granted. 

They accept, without thinking, the ideas 
about the State which are given to them by 
all forms of capitalist propaganda, news- 
papers, preachers, capitalist politicians, 
movies, talkies, and the clever ways of influ- 
encing the way the workers think. . 

By this means, the workers come to thi 
that the State is “impartial” between the 
capitalists and the workers. But in fact there 
is no such thing as an “impartial” govern- 
ment, a “neutral” State. 

In America there is a capitalist State which 
takes the side of the bosses against the work- 
ers. In the Soviet Union there is a Workers’ 
State, which defends and aids the workers. 

Bullets—Not Bread 

As we write these lines, we hear the news 
of the death of the worker, Gonzalo Gonzales, 
the second worker shot down in cold blood in 
New York in the last three days—by police, 
who are supposed to be, in capitalist lying 
propaganda, the “protectors” of people. 

The police protect capitalism against the 
workers—that is their chief business, just as 
capitalist judges, capitalist legislatures, city 
councils, and the U. S. government as a whole. 

What has been the experience of the work- 
ers since the army of unemployment has 
grown from two or three million to eight 
They can starve for all the govern- 
ment cares! : 

But in the Soviet Union under a Workers’ 
State, socialism is being built and unemploy- 
ment is disappearing. There, the jobless 
worker is taken care of. 

In a Workers’ State 

He gets money from the government— 
unemployment insurance at government cost, 
not his cost—he pays no rent yet can stay in 
his home without eviction. He gets additional 
money for wife and kids. He gets free 
medical and other attention. He does not 
have to worry himself insane—like the work- 
ers in the United States. 

In the United States, there is no such thing 
as unemployment insurance. And there will 
not be—unless the workers, you, the next 
fellow, all of us, in hundreds of thousands and 
millions, insist and keep insisting on it. 

What has the Government, the city, state, 
or national government, done for the unem- 
ployed? Nothing but turn loose armies of 
police to blackjack, club, gas and shoot the 
workers who ask for unemployment insurance 
—for “work or wages.” That is because it 
is a capitalist government, a capitalist State. 

Blackjacks and B. S. 
But the present government, since it must 


— 


And when the workers came out to demand 
it on March 6, armies of police rained elubs, 
gas bombs and blackjacks on the workers 
heads! The governmetn, the capitalist State, 
is the watchdog of the bosses! 


Some fakers in Congress, some capitalist 
politicians, just to catch votes, made a noise 
about unemployment. A Tammany politician 
named Wagner from Tammany, New York 
where Tammany police are shooting down job- 
less workers and beating hundreds, prop 
two or three fake “relief” measures; to reg- 
ister the unemployed, to open employment 
offices (when there are not jobs!) and so on— 
to give some more capitalist political ward 
heelers a graft. 

But Congress is adjourning without paying 
attention even to this fake “relief,” which the 
Tammany democrats put out in the first place 
just to make political capital against the re- 
publicans, but not to help the workers. 

“Let Them Starve,” Says Hoover 


Clearer than all, in showing what the cap- 
italist State is, was the speech of Senator 
Fess, who said he was speaking for Hoover, 
against doing anything at all for the unem- 
ployed. 3 

Fess insulted, in Hoover’s name, the unem- 
ployed by calling them “idlers” who don’t 
want work, and saying that the Hoover cap- 
italist government “would not spend one 
penny” to “subsidize” loafers. 

That is the answer, along with blackjacks, 
of the capitalist government to the jobless 
workers. : | 

But at the same time, the government was 
giving a present of $160,000,000 to capitalists 
by reducing the income tax on the millionaires. 

At the same time, Mr. Huston is Hoover's 
choice as the head of the Republican Party 
National Committee. Huston is known as a 
crook, who is paid by big capitalist interests 
to use his influence as a lobbyist to help them 
grab the Muscle Shoals project. 

At the same time, the New York City and 
State government, rotten from top to bottom, 
answers the demands for “work or wages” 
with clubs and the railroading to prison of the 
March 6 Unemployed Delegation. 

| Workers Can Win 

This is the answer of the capitalist State. 
But the workers do not, cannot accept it. Un- 

. ent grows worse, millions are at the 
point of starvation. They must fight or 
actually starve. And by still harder fighting 
they can, yes, they can—force the capitalist 
State to give unemployment insurance. 

It is true that so long as the workers do 
not overthrow the capitalist State and estab- 
lish their own Workers’ State, the workers 
can not be sure to get, or to keep, adequate 
unemployment insurance. 

But the only way they can get anything, 
even more bowls of soup from the cheap

vet employed but whose jobs are not safe, 
striking and joining with the jobless in com- 
mon fight. 

It is this form of fight against the capitalist 
State, that is the only possible way of forcing 
the bosses and their government to disgorge 
some of their millions to the jobless.

| LEFT Chicago Wednesday, early morning 
June 18th. The city was then in turmoil. 
Chief of police Wm. Russell and the chief of 
detectives John Stege were forced to resign. 
They could not cope with the situation of 
gangsters, hold-up men, murderers. Ten gang- 
sters were killed in ten days, and in addition 
Albert (“Jake”) Lingle, the so-called Tribune 
reporter was murdered. 7 

Chicago was burning with the street car 
franchise situation. The general press, the 
bankers, the majority of the liberals agitated 
for accepting the franchise on July Ist of the 
special referendum vote. This franchise, if 
accepted, would give the transportation and 
the city administration a bonus of $130,000,000 
immediately of over-valuation and a possibility 
of ten of millions of dollars in graft in the 
future. It would mean heavier burdens of 
higher carfare, higher rent to the poor of the 
population of Chicago. 

Unemployment in Chicago was on the in- 
crease. Harvester just laid off 3,000 addi- 
tional workers. The city was full of unem- 
ployed. A great many workers were evicted 
from their homes. One district alone, the 
Lawndale district has 200,000 unemployed. 
Police brutality was also on the increase. 
Unemployed meetings were dispersed. Es- 
pecially the Negro workers were singled out. 
The blueblood and snobbish of the Chicago 
police could not stand the sight of colored 
and white workers meeting together. 

At the same time two investigations reveal 
the facts that the chairman of the election 
commissioners of Chicago was h'mself a mem- 
ber of the underworld, and that he appointed 
as clerks to the election-Judges, members of 
gangland that were working for the under- 
world, so that their friends should be elected. 
Another investigation brought out the fact 


that Albert Lingle, the so-called Tribune re- 


porter had a commen account of a $100,000 in 
stocks with former chief of police Wm. Rus- 
sell, and they both together lost $400,000 in 
the last Wall Street crash. It also revealed 
the fact that captain Gilbert, the police cap- 
tain of the downtown district, received a check 
of 8500 from Lingle. And it is very easy to 
comprehend that the Tribune reporter was 
merely\a go-between of the gangsters of Chi- 
the police department, and that there 


ganizing the workers and the masses of poor 
people against the brutality of police, agains’ 
the crime situation, against the possibilities 
of the merger of the city administration, fin- 
ance capital, and industrial overlords, to put 
over the traction franchise. This would mean 
a perpetual monopoly by these interests of 
the transportation system of Chicago and 
higher carfare, more unemployment and taxa- 
tion of the workers and citizens of the city. 
Organizing Jobless 

The Communist Party of Chicago is the only 
Party that is organizing the unemployed, that 
is demanding work or wages, that is arousing 
the masses to a struggle to overthrow the 
system under which poverty, unemployment, 
crime and corrupt politics is growing. 

When I visited Detroit, a city one third the 

size of Chicago, I read the local ne~ papers 
and talked to the inhabitants of the city, I 
found there a trust of active kidnappers, old 
gangsters who confess that they are con- 
nected with the ring of kidnappers, hold-up 
men, bootlegging interests, and the police de- 
partment of the city helping them, by receiv- 
j t. 
22 the newspapers of Detroit featured 
the arrest of five Jewish boys and one young 
‘girl for kidnapping and their confession. Five 
danks were closed up, three in the Polish 
neighborhood and two in Detroit proper. 
Workers around the banks surrounded them, 
to find that their last pennies were gone. 

Unemployment was at a high level. Tens 
of thousands of workers were out of work and 
the number is still growing. Not only the 
30,000 workers that Ford threw out of work 
were still idle, but the Fisher body cmpany 
_and all other automobile concerns were send- 
ing their men out of the factories and were 
leaving only women. The wages of the women 
were cut one fourth. The installment of the 
speed up system-results in growing accidents 
among women workers. They hardly make a 
living. y 

The situation of the city administration in 
Detroit is the same as in Chicago. The Mayor, 
Charles Bowles, by a referendum of 113,000 
signatures, was voted to be unseated. Only 
90,000 signatures are required by law enough 
to unseat the Mayor. After the election com- 
missioners saw the signatures they verified 
over 93,000 signatures as valid, and it is re- 
quired that 25 after the election com- 
missioners es h the validity of the refer- 
endum, ‘new elections must take place, 

What Boss Press Says 

The local capitalist newspapers state as the 
reasons for the petition for the removal of 
the mayor, that the city administratr:n was 
part of the bootlegging, kidnapping, and hold 
up underworld elements of Detroit, that the 
city administration was helping to increase 
\ car-fare notwi the, fact that city 
transportation is owned by the municipality, 
that fake contracts were issued by the city 
in order to increase the cost for operating the 
street car system and that the city administra- 
tion in the hands of capitalist mayors and 
aldermen is representing the interests not of 
the citizens, and especially not of the poor 
masses of kers, but the interest of finance, 
industrial overlords and criminals of the city.
